The eutries in the first three oolumns will be similar to those entered in

The embankments in charge of the Public Works Department, 
are all maintained at the cost of Provincial Revenues and the settlement of the 
Land-revenue is temporary. However, the gonoral prinoiplo that the Engi¬ 
neers and the .Revenue Officers should work iu oonjumtion applies every where. 

Besides in other parts of the provinco where embankments are maintained at 
the oost of the estates) benefited, questions arise regarding tho logal obligations 
on Government, and as is shown in the Chief Engineer’s note, the Engineers 
have not always consulted the Revenue Officers before taking action. 

It is also very desirablo that the Engineer and Revenue Oflioers should 
disouss locally suggestions for minor irrigation schemes or for improvements in 
drainage, and that landholders interested should join iu tho discussion.

APPENDIX B. 


Bulks for working filter-beds of waterworks in Bengal, 

(Revised by order of the Sanitary Board, Bengal, 26th May, 1896). 

1. * The depth of water above the surface of the sand in a filter-bed should 
never be allowed to exceed two feet; oare should be taken to always maintain 
this depth of water as long as filtration is in progress, and for this purpose 
gauges should be painted on the side walls Of the filter-beds. 
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• 

2. The water collecting in the.drains of a filter-bed is usually discharged 
into a small masonry well, called the outlet-well, from whence it passes through 

• a sluioe into tffe 

clear-water reser¬ 
voir ; the differ- 
' enoe of level 
between the sur¬ 
face of the tfater 
in the filter-bed 
and that in the 
outlet-well is 
oalled the filtra¬ 
tion halt; the 
rough sketch in 
the jnargiu ex¬ 
plains this clearly. 
The filtration head 

should not under ordinary circumstances exceed six inches, but in oases of 
emergency it may be allowed to reaoh as much as twelve inohes. Full 
reasons for allowing the filtration head to exceed six inohes should he reoorded 
in the filter-bed log-book. 

3. The interiors of outlet-wells should be painted white, and gauges should 
be painted on the side walls, so that tho filtration head may be aoourately 
reoorded. 

4. Readings of all gfhugcs should be taken every two hours while the filters 
are at work, and reoorded carefully in the log-hook (Sanitary Engineer’s Form 
No. 5) or in any other form approved by tho Sanitary Engineer. 

5. Filter-beds should not be worked continuously, but the surface of the 
filtering material should be exposed to tho air for At least eight hours out of 
the twenty-four, so as to enable the air to penetrate and so oxidize any organio 
matter deposited in the iuterstioes of the filtering material by the unfiltered 
water. -Filter-beds should, preferably, be run dry at night time only. 

6. Filter-beds should not be charged from bolow or by admitting water 
upwards on to the surface of the sand. When a filter-bed is to be brought into 1 
work, the outlet valve should be kept olosed until the depth of water on top t)f 
the sand remains at the limit prescribed in rule 1, i.e,, two feet, oaig should be 
taken not to disturb the surfuoe of the sand by admitting water too rapidly ‘at 
first. 

7. Sand that has been sorapeii from the surfaoe of filter-beds should Be 
left exposed to the air for Bix or seven days before it is washed and replaoed in 
the filter-beds. 

8. The fine sand iu a filter-bed should never be reduced by scraping to a 

less depth than 12 inohes. When, sand washers are available, the‘fine sand’ 
should pe brought up to its oorreot thiokness after every third scraping, so that 
the rate of flow through the filtering material may be kept as uniform as 
possible. ... • 

9. The filtering material and briok drains should be entirely removed from 
the filter basin once every four years. The pebbles, or broken stone, and the 
ooarse sand may be replaced, provided they have been thoroughly exposed to 
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the air while the brick drains are being laid; (hey should be spread out in thin 
layers and turned over with spades at least, once a day. The duo sand should be 
entirely renewal. When a fiJter-bei has been reconstructed aud charged, the 
filtered wafer flowing from it should ho allows I to run to waste for at least 48 
hours. 

JO. Water should uot be allowed lo remain iu settling tanks longer than 
is neoessary for,the deposition of Mirpendo 1 mineral matter, such as olay, sand, 
etc.' Whenevor the water of the source of supply is sufficiently clear, it may be 
pumped direct into the filter-beds, or if the intermittent character of the flow 
oauses damage to the surfaoe of the filtering material, the water may be passed 
through the settling tanks at a low level without being allowed to stagnate.

to be used in his business, specifying the purpose for which each is to ‘bo used, 
and the distinguishing mark of each.' On the outside of the door of every room 
and place in which the business is earned* on, and on somo' ooijspiouous part of 
each of the aforesaid vessels, there must be legibly painted in oil colour the name 
of the vessel, utensil, room or plaoe according to -the purpose for which it is 
intended lo be used. If more than one vested is use ! for tho same purpose, oaoh 
must be distinguished by a progressive number. 

(8) Before tho license to brow is grauted'an Excise officer authorized by 
the Commissioner will inspeot the premises, etc., compare the same with the 
particulars stated in the aforesaid written description, and oartify accordingly.
